OBITUARY. 


It becdines our rae duty to record the death of one of our pioneer 
members, Rev. J. G. Groenmiller, D. D., at his home in Hanover, 
Kan., after a brief illness of two days on the morning of Junc 10, 
1912, aged 86 years 3 months and 12 days. He was a man of 
strong oenviction; a faithful pioneer minister of the Lord. He 
could say with Paul, “I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith; henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crtiwn of righteousness.” 

We ane also called upon to record the death of Mrs. Rev. J. A. 
Lowe, who died on June 4, 1912, at her home in Wilber, Neb., after 
a long siege , of suffering. Mrs. Lowe always had been a faithful 
helpmeet in ‘her husband's missionary work, an active factor in 
the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society, and hence al- 
ways had the true missionary spirit. She has gone to rest from 
her labers. 

We afe also called to mourn the loss by death of the Rev. S. L. 
Ph. D., who departed this life in February, 
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1912. Dr. Aughey was one of the five ministers who met in 


Omaha April 27, 1871, to form this synod. He remained a member 
of this synod until his death. 

I recommend that a committee be appointed to draft a suitable 
memorial to be spread upon our minutes. 

I now desire to thank you for the honor bestowed upon me 
a year ago, and for the kindly co-operation of the brethren in the 
discharge of my duties. Now permit me to return to you the 
trust committed to my care at the last convention.

The Treasurer's exhibit shows that $6,530.25 were received dur- 
ing the year; that 18 churches have exceeded the apportionment, 
| 2 have just met it, and 32 have a deficit. Also, 2 that have paid 
- an excess, still have a deficit on the apportioned objects. There is 
. a total deficit of the synod of $846.32, while the total deficit of 
the individual churches is $1,550.23. There are 6 churches with- 
out any credits. 

It is proper to call attention to the fact that several churches 
have greatly exceeded their apportionment, the highest being 
4654 per cent. There should be more systematic effort made to 
supply the vacant charges and secure the entire apportionment. 

The vouchers on hand show $6,061.50 to have been paid out.

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Report of the Trustees of Nachusa Home. 


This has been a stirring year at Nachusa. The great joy of 
last year—the completion of the much needed addition—was turned 
to sorrow by the fire of April 3, 1912, which resulted in the total 
destruction of our Home. Out of the fire there are coming larger 
and better things. For while the building and most of the furni- 
ture and the personal belongings of the children and the superin- 
tendent’s family were burned, there were some things not burned 
up—the great Lutheran spirit of properly caring for the orphans. 
The Lutheran church has always been ready to care for her father- 
less, motherless, homeless and helpless children. The Board met 
promptly and adopted plans for a new building. The plant all 
complete will cost $13,500. An appeal has been made to all the 
congregations on our territory. The receipts toward the new build- 
ing fund to date, Sept. 30, 1912, have been $5,075.61, of which $4,000 
is part payment of the $5,900 insurance. The church thus has con- 
tributed $1,075.61 towards the $8,000 that we are asking. The ex- 
penditures have been as follows: 


Architect fees 


Second payment on contract 3,000 00

In the maintenance fund there is a balance of $196.98. 


The new building is now under roof and the contractor hopes to } 


turn it over to us by November Ist, all completed. 

Truly this is a worthy cause and the Board urges upon the 
pastors and the good people the presenting of this cause that we 
may receive just now—our time of great need—the part of the 
outflow of the stream of gratitude for blessing received by you 
and your people. 

‘It. will be necessary at this time to elect one member of the 
Board from this synod to take the place of Rev. J. E. Hummon, 
whoee term expires with this convention of synod.

Report of the Board of Directors of Nachusa Orphanage 
was fead by Dr. L. P. Ludden. On motion, report was 
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Report of the Trustees of Nachusa Home. 


This has been a stirring year at Nachusa. The great joy of 
last year—the completion of the much needed addition—was turned 
to sorrow by the fire of April 3, 1912, which resulted in the total 
destruction of our Home. Out of the fire there are coming larger 
and better things. For while the building and most of the furni- 
ture and the personal belongings of the children and the superin- 
tendent’s family were burned, there were some things not burned 
up—the great Lutheran spirit of properly caring for the orphans. 
The Lutheran church has always heen ready to care for her father- 
less, motherless, homeless and helpless children. The Board met 


promptly and adopted plans for a new building. The plant all 


complete will cost $13,500. An appeal has been made to all the 
congregations on our territory. The receipts toward the new build- 
ing fund to date, Sept. 30, 1912, have been $5,075.61, of which $4,000 
is part payment of the $5,900 insurance. The church thus has con- 
tributed $1,075.61 towards the $8,000 that we are asking. The ex- 
penditures have been as follows:

In the maintenance fund there is a balance of $196.98. 

The new building is now under roof and the contractor hopes to’ 
turn it over to us by November Ist, all completed. 

Truly this is a worthy cause and the Board urges upon the 
pastors and the good people the presenting of this cause that we 
may receive just now—our time of great need—the part of the 
outflow of the stream of gratitude for blessing received by you 
and your people. 

It will be necessary at this time to elect one member of the 
Board from this synod to take the place of Rev. J. E. Hummon, 
whose term expires with this convention of synod.

be ibuted, and that his request for enrollment be heeded. 

2. ¢ second is a letter from Rev. J. E. Dietterich, Treasurer 
of the, Pastors’ Fund Society, in which he speaks of a deficiency

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of funds for this worthy object. He requests apportionment for 
the full amount as given by the General Synod. He calls attention 
to the fact, that while our apportionment is $567.92, thus far during 
this year but $197.05 has been paid. Your Committee would urge 
upon the brethren, a due consideration of the importance of this 
object. 

3. A letter from Rev. Frederick Gotwald, D. D., Secretary” of 
the Board of Education, expressing inability to be present at this 
session of Synod, but containing nothing demanding our attention. 

4. A communication from J. G. Martin, General Superintendent 
of the “World’s Christian Citizenship Movement,” in which he asks 
co-operation on the part of this Synod, and requests delegates to 
a Convention which will be held at Portland, Oregon, June 29 to 
July 6, 1913. Your Committee suggests that we express our ap- 
proval of this work; but in view of a multiplicity of movements 
of a similar character, and duties claiming our attention more im- 
mediately, we do not see our way clear to send a delegation at 
the time proposed. 

5. Greetings to this body from Rev. A. Schimmelpfennig, fra- 


ternal delegate chosen by the German Nebraska Synod. He ex-° 


presses his regrets for inability to be present at this session. This 
letter is full of brotherly expression, and profound Christian senti- 
ment. We would suggest that it be read by the Secretary of 
Synod at such time as may be most suitable. 

6. A letter from Rev. W. H. Dunbar, D. D., with reference to 
our new General Synod church paper, “Lutheran Church Work.” 
He speaks of the new venture as a success thus far. He says, “We 
can now announce that our circulation is between 7,000 and 8,000, 
that all bills have been paid to September Ist, with money in the 
Treasury for several months to come, and that it is the judgment 
of the Committee that they will close the first year, March 1, 1913, 
without a deficit. He asks the co-operation of the pastors in mak- 
ing a subscription list ef 20,000 before next meeting of General 
Synod.

| Report of Committee on Ministerial Education. 

Your Committee would report the following: 

Pursuant to the action of your Synod last year, the Committee 
has given aid to four young men who have been pursuing work in 
e and College and in its Theological Department. 

, Martin Mortensen graduated from the college department 
and has entered upon his first year in the Seminary. He asks that 
Sadie granted for the ensuing year. 

‘John Hershey also finished the college course successfully and 
has jentered upon the study of theology. He asks for the same 
amaent. 


| . 
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3. Ralph Weismiller is now in his second year in the Seminary 
and asks also for the $125. 

4. Floyd Blessing, who is in the Senior year in Seminary, also 
feels compelled to ask for the usual amount of $125. 

The grade and semester reporis of these young men have been 
examined and found good in the main. The committee recom- 
mends that these four receive the amounts asked for respectively. 

5. One new application has been received from Jas. C. Mortensen, 
a brother of the one now receiving aid. So far as the committee 
has been able to investigate his fitness, he appears a worthy young 
man. He enters the regular Freshman year and represents the 
situation as such that he will require the full $125. On suggestion 
from the chairman of the committee and because of probable lack 
of funds, this young man has also applied for aid to another Synod 
for a part or all of the amount. We recommend that he receive 
aid to the amount asked for on condition that the entire amount does 
not exceed $125 from both Synods. 

6. Application has also been made for aid for one student in 
Breklum. The committee recommends that $75 be appropriated 
from the funds on condition that the remainder of the $125 be 
secured by subscriptions on the floor of Synod. 

7. The committee entered into communication with Mr. John 
Poot, urging response in the repayment of the church's funds used 
by him. No reply was received. Believing the time is at hand 
for realizing definite results in this case, we have laid plans to 
have this collected by legal process. 

8. We also communicated with Mr. Fred White, who has gone 
into secular work. We ask for recommendations as to what should 
be done as to collecting the amount of indebtedness due Synod. 

9. Report is made of the fact that the plan adopted a year 
ago, whereby it was hoped the committee could keep in closer touch 
with the beneficiaries, has been put into execution. Blanks are now 
in the hands of the officials of the college and semester reports.

1 Report of Trustees of Tabitha Home. 
Gentlemen and Brethren: 

Tabitha Home makes as strong an appeal for sympathetic con- 
sideration and loyal support as at any time since coming under 
the fostering care of the General Synod. 

The personnel of the Board of Directors is as follows: Wart- 
burg Symod, Revs. C. Heinrich, R. Neumann; German Nebraska 
Synod, Revs. J. F. Krueger, G. F. F. Mueller, L. Grauenhorst; 
Kansas |5ynod, Rev. B. R. Lantz and Roy Seaton, Esq.; lowa 
Synod, Rev. D. R. Huber and Theo. Larson, Esq.; Rocky Moun- 
tain Synod, Rev. R. B. Peery; English Nebraska, Rev. Fuller 
Bergstresser, Hon. J. H. Humpe. 

The financial statement for the fiscal year, April 1, 1911, to 
March 1, 1912, shows receipts of $11,155 and expenditures of 
$10,889.' (Since the annual Board meeting, from April ist to 
September ist, the receipts have been $7,861 - the expenditures 
$7,946.) 

Owing to the large size of the building, the number of inmates, 
the varied work being done, it is necessarily an expensive institu- 
tion to}- ‘maintain. Yet, it is managed more economically than 
three imstitutions under separate roofs could be conducted. In 
considering the expense one must not lose sight of the fact that 
we are ¢onducting three institutions in one—an orphanage, a home 
for the aged and a hospital. As an instance of the economical 
administration it may be stated that for the past nine months the 
grocery bills have averaged only $177.57 per month. This means 
that it has cost only nine cents per day to board the inmates of 
the Home. 

Three years ago we reported the indebtedness of the Home as 
approximately $46,930. Since then this amount has been reduced 


' to $32,000, which we deem a remarkable accomplishment in view 


of the ‘fact that this debt reduction is in addition to the sum per 
year needed to meet the current expenses of the institution. 
The year has witnessed many advance steps. In the physical 
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betterment of the place the year has been notable. Electric lights 
have been installed, the roof has been reshingled, the boilers in 
the powerhouse overhauled, the parsonage put in habitable condi- 
tion, new furniture secured, the plastering repaired, a modern elec- 
tric laundry installed, two horses and two cows purchased, the 
campus greatly beautified, new piping system installed, the barn 
painted. Also the hospital department has been opened for real 


service and placed on a paying basis, and a training school for 


nurses opened with prescribed course of study and service. 

The imperative need of a man in the field acting as financial 
agent was satisfied in the employment of Rev. E. Walter, of Platte 
Center, Neb., at a salary of one thousand dollars per year. _ This 
was a happy ehoice and promises to be the financial salvation of 


the Home. 


During the year there were twenty-six children in the orphanage 
At the present time there are fourteen. There have been twenty- 
four in the Aged Department. Five of these old people have died 
No new admissions have been granted this department for the past 
eighteen months. 

In December, 1911, the hospital department was opened for real 
service, with Dr. J. W. Greenman, Surgeon in Chief, and Dr. H. 
B. Miller, Physician in Chief. According to agreement these physi- 
cians give free professional service to all inmates and employes 
of the Home, to clergymen and their families, and in addition pay 
forty dollars per month toward the salary of the head nurse. The 
Home receives the fee for use of the operating room and pay for 
the board of patients. On this basis we figure that the hospital is 
more than self-supporting. Since Dec. 1, 1911, the cash receipts in 
this department have been $5,113, with an additional $687 uncol- 
lected, but secured in part by notes. Since Dec. 1, 1911, there have 
been 131 operations performed with perfect results, with the ex- 
ception of three cases. The free service of the hospital has been 
given to six afflicted clergymen and their families. This fact makes 
a strong appeal to the brethren of sympathetic mind. The fact 
that there is such a haven of help for our brethren is a blessing 
sent straight down from heaven. 

Miss Mable Ahrends has the honor and distinction of being the 
first graduate nurse to be givén a diploma by the Tabitha Home 
Training School. The Training School now has a prescribed course 
of study conforming in all respects with accredited schools. The 
schedule of studies is as follows:

The Nebraska Synod deserves special mention, as the larg- 
est ang best help has come from these good brethren. In addi- 
tion to their large gifts of money they have given provisions and 
feed, amd provided the money for the purchase of two cows. Men- 
tion is, gratefully made of a donation of a seven hundred dollar 
note h several years’ accrued interest from Mr. Henry Knol- 
lenberger, of Sottth Auburn, Neb. The gift of four hundred dol- 
lars from Rev. H. Sickman, of Hastings, Neb., for a fully equipped 
electric laundry calls forth our devout gratitude. 

This | work of mercy at Tabitha Home is beginning to grip men 
of la means and we hope to have the pleasure before long of 
reporting some large gifts. If we had an additional ten thousand 
dollars|'we are confident it could be stretched to the cancellation 
of tweaty thousand of our indebtedness. Any gift to Tabitha Home 
at this time can be made to do double duty. 

There is an urgent and immediate need of fire escape equipment 
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This is our paramount need. It will cost six hundred dollars. and 
the mere announcement that the building is without fire escapes 
should prompt some one financially able to supply this need. 

As we cannot hope for street car service at our door for several 
years to come, it is necessary for us to purchase a bus to carry our 
visitors and patients from the car line to the Home. Such a vehicle 
will cost two hundred dollars and must be secured before the win- 
ter months. For several months we had automobile service, but this 
proved too expensive and was discontinued. It will be necessary 
to secure a bus if the hospital department is to develop as we con- 
fidently expect it to do. | 

It is with deep regret that report is made of the resignation of 
Superintendent ‘Koolen. After three years of faithful, intelligent 
and self-sacrificing service this good brother relinquished his posi- 


tion on August Ist. Despair and doubt and utter hopelessness had - 


settled upon the Home and the task that confronted the new sup- 
erintendent three years ago was appalling. But by dint of his 
great faith in God, his untiring energy and his eloquent, heart- 
searching presentation of the work by voice and pen he removed 
mountains of difficulties, and upon his retirement from office, to 
devote his time exclusively to the pastorate, left a comparatively 
easy task for his successor. 

For the entire force of assistants we have only the highest com- 
mendation. The work of Sisters Christina and Ida is invaluable. 
We should dislike the task of trying to secure substitutes for the 
kind and amount of work they so willingly and efficiently do. This 
Synod would do itself proud in giving a generous support to the 
Deaconness Board in recognition of the service rendered by the 
two Deaconesses at Tabitha Home. 

In Acting Superintendent Walter we feel that the Home has 
secured a real “house father.” His kind and unassuming manner, 
his solicitous regard for the sick, the aged and the children, coupled 
with his growing enthusiasm for the success of the Home will 
bring large returns of good will and financial assistance. 

The list of employes includes our General Superintendent, the 
two Deaconesses, nine nurses, one cook, two dining room girls, 
one laundry woman and assistant, three men, and two collectors— 
Mr. Berry and Miss Grossman. 

Necessarily the needs of the Home are many and urgent. The 
lack of sufficient income has ever hampered the work. Money and 
still more money, together with the prayers and the good will and 
the patience of the church will speedily usher in the time when 
the permanence and continued usefulness of the Home will be 
assured.

Rev. R. B. Peery, Ph. D., D. D., President of Midland 


College, was then introduced to Synod. 
The report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions 
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was read by Rev. Badger, and on motion was considered 
a \Seriatim. 


Report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


1. Bruning—Rev. H.C. Bixler, pastor: This mission is gradual- 
ly moving forward in the work; the membership is increasing, with 
good attendance at all the services. The Sunday school is one of 
the youngest in the county, but stood second on the list at the 
county convention for attendance, teacher-training and Bible work. 

At present they are engaged in remodeling and improving the 
church building, which consists of making a pulpit recess, furnace, 
new pews and painting the interior and exterior. The mission 
raised for all purposes $1,460.00. The pastor had an extra burden 
to bear on account of sickness in the family. 


2. Benson—C. J. Ringer, pastor: This mission became vacant 
last November by the resignation of Rev. J. H. Albrecht. The 
people were discouraged on account of financial difficulties. But 
much credit is due to Rev. O. D. Baltzly, of the Kountze Memorial 
Church and Rev. S. H. Yerian of South Omaha, who came to 
their aid at a very critical time by giving them assistance in the 
raising of a sufficient amount, so as to enable them to pay a note 
at the bank of $400.00 besides other minor pressing claims of 
$100.00, and who, with the aid of the other Omaha pastors, gave 
them regular service every Lord's. Day afternoon through the 
wimtgr and spring months; thus kept up the regular service unti! 
the arrival of the present pastor, who took charge of the work 
on the first of May. Interest has been revived, the attendance at 
the regular services has increased, also the attendance at Sunday 
school. The pastor expects to organize a large catechetical class 
after the meeting of Synod. In order to secure a pastor for this 
mission it became necessary for the Advisory Board of Home 
Missions to make an appropriation of $200.00 to supplement the 
appropriation of the Home Mission Board and the amount raised 
on ithe field. 

During the summer $133.00 was expended for sewerage con- 
nection, plumbing and cement work, all of which is paid for. 


3, Homer—Hubbard—Sioux: These three points united into 
one charge and called Rev. John Sorensen, of Potter, Neb. who 
took charge of the work the first of May. He reports progress 
at all three points. At Homer he reports a good growing Sunday 
school, and also a Young People’s Society with twenty members; 
and a catechetical class of eighteen members, who receive instruc- 
tion in the fundamental doctrine of the Christian religion. At 
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Sioux, they have a good Sunday school, also a Christian Endeavor 
Society of twenty-two members. At Hubbard the attendance 
at the regular service of worship is growing, and here the pastor 
also gives regular instruction to a class of six catechumens. Broth- 
er Sorensen is doing a good work. 

4. Lincoln, St. John’s, Rev. E. Pfeiffer, pastor: This is a new 
congregation that was organized on the 19th of January, 1912, with 
forty charter members which has since increased to sixty-two. 
This congregation is already in possession of a comfortable church 
building and a parsonage, which they purchased from the Presby- 
terians for $4,500.00, in a very desirable part of the city. They 
will pay $1,000.00 when the deed is delivered, and the balance on 
payments. This new congregation is to be congratulated upon 
their auspicious beginning, and we predict great things for them 
in the future. 

In accordance with the authority delegated to the Advisory 
Board of Home Missions at the last meeting of Synod, this com- 
mittee, after examining their constitution and found it in accord- 
ance with the Synod’s requirements, was received as a member 
of this body, and the secretary of Synod ordered to enroll the 
same as such. We hereby ask that this body ratify this action of 
your Advisory Board. 

5. Omaha, Grace: This church became vacant by the resigna- 
tion of her faithful pastor, Rev. M. L. Melick, October 30, 1911, 
and is still without a shepherd, but they have kept up the regular 
Sunday morning service. They are earnestly seeking a pastor, 
and we hope that they may soon have a shepherd to lead them. 
This church will not only give a substantial increase in salary 
to their new pastor, but at the same time will become self-sustain- 
ing. This congregation is to be congratulated upon its step for- 
ward; and we pray that God may continue to bless them. 

6. Oshkosh and Lewellen, Rev. Oscar Woods, pastor: . In con- 
nection with serving these two congregations, he established sev- 
eral preaching points in schoolhouses adjacent to these places. 
Two out from Oshkosh about six miles distance each. At Lewellen 
two points, one out about six miles distance, the other at Belmar, 
a railroad station twelve miles down the valley, which is a rich 
agricultural section that is just now being brought under irriga- 
tion and in a few years will have a large increase in population. 


. We commend Brother Woods for doing this pioneer missionary 


work. 
7. Potter: This field became vacant the first of May when 
Rev. John Sorensen relinquished the work. Mr. Martin Mortensen, 
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a student at Midland, supplied them very acceptably through the 


_jsummer months. They are anxious to secure a pastor. 


8. Pawnee City: This church has been without a pastor for 
several years, several attempts were made to. revive the work 
without success because a suitable pastor could not be secured, 
In the meantime the membership has scattered, some moved away; 
others have united with other churches; so that at present there is 
mo prospect of reviving the church again. Your president visited 
this field the latter part of September and consulted with some of 
the members, and found that there is no longer any desire on 
their part to attempt to revive the work. The foundation of the 


building is giving away. The exterior is in need of paint. The in- 


terior, the walls and pews are in good condition. 

_ Under these conditions we, your Advisory Board of Home Mis- 
sions, would recommend that the Church Extension Board at once 
proceed to take possession of the property and dispose of the same, 


giving the pulpit, chairs and hymn board to Benson, the organ to - 


South Omaha, and the pews to York. 


9. South Omaha: Rev. S. H. Yerian is the efficient pastor of this 
important mission. A substantial progress was made during the 
year. The attendance at the regular services and Sunday school is 
growing. He reports a net gain of membership of twenty-nine. 


$2,600.00 was raised by this mission during the year for all pur- 


poses ; the indebtedness was reduced $1,200.00. We congratulate 
this mission on their substantial progress, in both the net gain 
of membership and the reduction of their indebtedness. 


10. Sutherland—Paxton: Rev. M. E. Bollinger is the able pas- 
tor of this mission. He has nothing special to report; but the 
work is moving forward harmoniously; the communions are well 
attended. He writes: “We have at least held our own and in 


the face of some adverse conditions made a little progress.” 


“1. Sidney: Rev. M. D. Berg is the faithful pastor who took 


_ Charge of this work April ist after a vacancy of over two years; 


this congregation suffered as usual by the long vacancy. The pas- 
ter reports $200.00 improvements on the parsonage; also recarpeted 
the church, put down new cement walks with other minor improve- 
ments, and all paid for. He also reports an active Dorcas society. 
While this field has many discouraging features, yet we feel that 
Brother Berg will do a good work at this point. 


12. Stamford: Gustave Klatt, pastor. This mission is 


along well; there are seventy-one members. Three other points 


are being worked. Droughts made things backward during the 
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year. A Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society was 
organized during the year; the Young People’s Society has a good 
growth. They hope to stand free from the Home Mission Board 
by another year. | . 

13. Wilber: Rev. J. A. Lowe is the self-denying pastor of this 
mission. This field is noted as the most difficult one in connection 
with our Synod on account of the materialistic spirit and influence 
so prevalent in this community, which makes church work very 
difficult but nevertheless necessary. The pastor reports a class 
of ten catechumens that received instruction during the summer, 
four of whom were confirmed. The membership held its own: 
a new roof was placed on the church building at a cost of $95.00 
The pastor was sorely bereft last May by the death of his wife. 

14. Wolbach—Ericson: These two mission points have been 
without a pastor since the first of May, when Rev. Henry Voegtley 
relinquished the work. We know that they are very desirous to 
have a pastor, which we sincerely hope they may soon have. 

15. Omaha—St. Matthews: Rev. G. W. Snyder, pastor. The 
Advisory Board at its meeting in Omaha in April adopted the 
following: “While a matter of regret, in our judgment the con- 
dition of St. Matthews is such that we are unable to recommend 
the continuance of its appropriation for the time being.” The 
Advisory Board has gone over the report of Brother Snyder and 
after again considering all features connected with the case, we 
are still of the opinion that this recommendation shall stand as 
the judgment of this Board. 

16. York: Rev. R. A. White, pastor. With his earnest efforts, 
this mission has made substantial progress during the year. He 
writes that in some respects this was the most successful year in 
the history of the church; harmony in the membership, interest 
revived in some who had been indifferent for years, an excellent 
spirit of co-operation in the young people. A new steel ceiling 
was placed in the basement of the church. A payment was made 
on the mortgage; and they expect to make another one in Novem- 
ber. Thus they are steadily reducing the mortgage indebtedness 
of the church. Brother White and his people are to be com- 
mended in their efforts and struggles to reduce their indebtedness. 

17. In noticing the different fields that are ripe for the Luth- 
eran Church wé again feel the need of a Synodical Missionary. 
We feel that with the advanced business methods, the church 
must also be business-like in her plans for starting new work. 
We therefore ask that 20 cents per member be the apportionment 
for the Synodical Mission Fund. 
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_ 18. We also recommend that the Committee on Traveling See- 
retary act jointly with the Advisory Board of Home Missions in 
_ the securing of a Synodical Missionary.

Report of Committee on Travelling Secretary Fund. 


Your Committee would report that at the last convention of 
Synod, the house constituting this fund was vacant; that the com- 
mittee previous to that meeting of Synod had made repairs amount- 
ing to $276.02. We were still unable to rent the property in that 
repair. to any suitable tenant. On or about the first of April, 
1912, we received a proposition from Travers Bros. that if we 
would put further repairs on the house, which said Travers Bros.

$35 per month, We regarded the proposition as advantageous 
and made a contract with said Travers Bros. for the same, and 
signed a lease for two years at $35 per month. The following is 
a list of the work done: Two foot cement walk from front walk 
around the house to rear kitchen door; rear wash room moved 
back to alley and underpinned with foundation and new end and 
doors put in so it could be used for a garage; siding the rear of 
the house, and platform built to the kitchen where washroom had 
been moved away, repaired the lattice, razed the chimney in the 


_ wash room, sodded the front yard, painted house and garage two 


primer coats and one body coat, replaced broken glass, replaced 
porcelain knobs with brush brass knobs, wired building for electric 
lights with combination light fixtures; removed doors from recep- 
tion hall to parlor and sitting room and larger opening cut and 
cased ; three-eighths inch oak floor in all rooms except kitchen, rear 
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bed room and bath room, filled and varnished, wall decorations 
repaired and new drain board on kitchen sink. Said Travers Bros. 
expended $40.15 more than contract, but made a donation of the 
amount. An additional $184.97 was spent for minor repairs not 
included in the contract, as indicated in the Treasurer's report.

A most interesting feature of that season was the Silver Jubilee 
Celebration, fittingly marking the completion of twenty-live years’ 
steady life and growth of our college. Addresses were made by 
Mrs. H. E. Monroe, identified with earlier education in Atchison, 


- and by Dr. M. Rhodes, President of the Board of Education. 


The resignation of Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D., took effect on the 
first of April, 1912, after he had served with all his energy and 
enthusiasm for almost eight years. Among the material monu- 
ments to his successful labors stands the beautiful Carnegie Library 
and Griffith Memorial Hall. 


No more important duty devolved upon the Board of Trustees 
at its last meeting than that of filling the vacancies in the faculty. 
The election resulted in the choice of Rev. R. B. Peery, Ph. D,, 
D. D., pastor of St. Paul's Lutheran Church, Denver, Col, as 
president of the college. Dr. Peery comes to this service in the 
prime of life, after years of successful work as missionary, lecturer 
and pastor. He is a graduate of Roanoke College, Salem, Va., from 
which he received the degrees of A. B. and A. M. The degree of 
Ph. D. was conferred by the University of Pennsylvania, and that 


of D. D. by Midland College. Great hopes are entertained that 


Dr. Peery will be able to rally the entire constituency of the 
college to its united and enthusiastic support and bring it to that 
enlarged usefulness which is already promised in its years of 
tenacious struggle and growth. 

Dr. Herman J. Thorstenberg, who was elected to the chair of 
History, Education and Social Science, comes to us with the 
highest recommendations as teacher and scholar. Graduate of 
Bethany College, he received the degrees of A. M. and Ph. D. from 
Yale University. He has held positions in the University of Okla- 
homa and in Roanoke College, Salem, Va. 


Rev. Horace Martin was elected principal of the academy. He 
is a graduate of our college and seminary. He was principal of 
high schools for two years, superintendent for two and a half 
years, and head of the commercial department of the Seattle High 
School for one year, and three years teacher in the religious educa- 
tion department of the University of Iowa. His equipment, ex- 
perience and love for his own institution combine to give large 
promise of successful work in the academy. 

In these and other new appointments a fine spirit of harmony and 
cordiality prevails among the trustees, faculty, student body and 
friends of the institution and we appear to be entering upon a 
new and larger life. 

The autumn opening has been quite auspicious, with over one 
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hundred students in the regular college work and fourteen in the 
seminary. 

The spirit of industry and ambition possesses the students in 
the opening of the year. 

Two new and popular courses have been taken up, the com- 
me course and the domestic science course, which will doubt- 
less imcrease the patronage and prestige of the institution. 

In fis the aim of the new administration to make this institution 
serve our church and people throughout the Middle West just as 
efficiently as possible, and in co-operation to attain this end your 
committee recommend the following : 

First, that the Synod heartily endorse all the actions of the 
Board of Trustees, and that we give loyal support to the new ad- 
ministration. 

d, that we use all possible influence to have our Lutheran 
peoplé and others to send their sons and daughters to Midland 
College. 

Thind, that we open the way for the financial agent to enter our 
congregations for the purpose of soliciting funds and publicly in- 
structing our people in relation to our own educational work. 

Fourth, that we recommend to the conferences of Synod to set 
apart |a half day on their programs for the subject of education 
in ouf institutions at their annual meeting next spring.

We, your Committee on the State of the Church, desire to re- 
port asi follows : 
Judging from the reports of the pastors and officers of the 


Synod, we are gratified to be able to report that much good work 


has been done along all lines. We rejoice to note that there has 
been an increase in the communicant membership of the Synod. 

Prayer-meeting—Some pastors report none; most of them report . 
very small attendance; a very few report good prayer meetings. 
It is apparent to your committee that there is not as much atten- 
tion paid to the duty of prayer as there should be. This is de- 
plorabile. The prayer service and the family altar are being neg- 
lected to an alarming extent. 

The Lord’s Supper—The Holy Communion is regularly adminis- 
tered by about all our pastors and generally well attended. This 
is as it should be. 

Baptism—According to the reports of most pastors, our parents 
are generally faithful in presenting their children for baptism. 

Catgchization—Most ofthe pastors had classes, some large and 
flourishing; but nearly all report a lack of interest and find the 
work difficult. When children are presented in baptism the work 
“should be followed up by parental instruction, so that early de- 
velopment of the spiritual life would result. It is the sad lack 
of this that accounts for so many of our baptized children being 
lost to the church. 

There seems to be a growing spirit of missionary activity and 
beneficence in which we greatly rejoice. 

We suggest that our pastors call atttention to the growing lack 
of family religion and urge the revival of the family altar. 

We further suggest that the matter of catechization be strongly 
urgefl upon all parents and children of proper age. 

We recommend a more thorough blank for the reports of this 
impartant subject.

President’s Address. 


Greetings to the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Lutheran Church in Nebraska: 


“They are passing away, these sweet bright years, 
Like leaves on the current cast, 

And we watch them as one by one they go 

Into the beautiful past.” 
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THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE 


Thirty-two of these sweet, bright years have passed in the history 
jof the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society in Nebraska, 


(and as we gather here in our thirty-second annual convention we 


‘thank God for lives and work of the women who have helped 


to make up the beautiful past in the history of our society. They. 
‘have been the women who realized that religion has two parts, 
My Master and my brother.” 

“ “How beautiful are the feet of them that bring glad tidings of 


fegood cheer!” While much of the good accomplished by our 
swomen is known to us, much is not known. Who would presume 
),to measure the beautiful strength which has come into some 
-.women’s lives because in the auxiliary society or Synodical conven- 


| tion they have been able to take some part which they never sup- 


posed they could perform? Who can fathom the beautiful love 


for humanity implanted in some women’s hearts when they learned 
of the needs of the less favored of God’s people? Who can tell 


the beautiful joy that has filled the hearts and lives of our women 
in the thought that they have been instrumental in imparting joy to 


others by their teaching and giving? What beautiful peace has 
‘come to all of us who seek to push forward the work in the thought 
that we are not disobedient to the command “Go ye!” 


Although many opportunities were lost, surely the past has been 


beautiful, but we look back only for the purpose of gaining en- 
_couragement and experience for greater and more efficient work. 
. We live and have our duties and responsibilities in today and be- 


cause -we feel the one thing needful, for a few women trying to 


‘carry on this work against indifference, and sometimes opposition, 


is courage, we have chosen this as the watchword and theme of 
‘our convention. It takes more courage to live in duty than to die 


for duty. “Many a man that would dare the cannon’s mouth fails 


of that high courage that is needed to meet daily martyrdom.” 
It takes courage to face the duties-of our everyday lives. It takes 
courage for a few women to keep the missionary society going when 
sO many are not in sympathy, and so the highest aim of this 
convention, we hope, will be to send you home encouraged and 


beats as you go out into your daily battlefields. Your President 
asked that you come to the convention fired by that ninth verse 
of the first chapter of Joshua, “Have not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of a good courage; be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mayed: for the Lord thy God is with thee whithersoever thou 
goest.” The words of Maltbie Babcock in this verse are good for 
us to recall often in our work: 


i reassured that God is with you in your work, though no drum 
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“Be strong !—we are not here to play, to dream, to drift; 
We have hard work to do and loads to lift. 
Shun not the struggle, face it! ‘tis God’s gift.” 


How we minimize our gift of God! Why do we not magnify 
and dignify our part in the Master’s vineyard? Jesus said to the 
twelve, “As ye go, preach.” Theirs was to be the home field. 
Everywhere there is precious fruit and golden opportunities to 
serve. None of us shall be able to say the field was too distant, con- 
sequently we had no opportunity. We cannot sit at meals with our 
own family, walk along the street, or pursue our daily task, with- 


out passing the great harvestfield. Haven't we all heard persons 


say, “I always wanted to be a missionary.” How we forget that 
we all are, or ought to be, missionaries! “If the world is ever 
conquered for our Lord it is not by ministers, nor by office-bearers, 
nor by the great and noble and mighty; but by every member of 
Christ’s body being a working member; doing his work; filling 
his own sphere; holding his own post, and saying to Jesus, “Lord, 
what will thou have me to do?” Dr. Grenfel was asked by a lady at 
a dinner given in his honor: “Is it true you are a missionary?” 
His reply was: “Isn't it true that you are?” 

Too often we overlook the little things in life in our eagerness 
to do something great. Adolph Monod says, “Between the great 
things that we can not do and the small things that we will not do, 
the great danger is, we shall do nothing.” 

Let us remember that life is all great. Life is great because it 
is the aggregation of littles, and if we are not faithful in that 
which is least, we shall be unfaithful in the whole. 

Your President wishes to express her appreciation to the aux- 
iliaries for their cheering letters and words of encouragement. 
They have meant much to one who felt a heavy responsibility in 
her office. 3 

Since our last convention God has called from the field of labor 
some of His faithful toilers. 

Mrs. Olivia Pelle, of Kountze Memorial Society, and a life mem- 
ber, passed away only a few weeks after the convention. Her 
daughter has made her a memorial member. 

Mrs. Susan Harden, of Beatrice, also a life member, went to her 
reward after a long and useful life. 

Mrs. J. A. Lowe, former President of the Woman's Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society of Nebraska, after a prolonged illness 
found rest, passing away June 4th. 

These all had toiled and sacrificed for their Master in the earlier 
years of life and were ready to answer the call to rest. 
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After the burden and heat of the day,

_ We report, with regret, no increase in membership and magazine

. ‘We hope the reason is that the auxiliaries have <td secured 
’ every available member in their congregation. 

“ _ Three woman's societies are reported for the year, one at Sur- 
| prise, with a membership of 14; one organized at Stamford with 
five members and one at Stella with a membership of ten. How 
glad we are to welcome these new societies! May the efforts of 

‘thdse instrumental in perfecting the organizations be blessed 
abundantly by God.

~ | children receive missionary instruction. Are we carefull enough . 

_ ‘about the children? Dr. Downey, in his talks on Sunday-schoo! 
work, says that the greatest waste in the world today is the waste 

of child welfare. Isn’t it true of us in our missionary efforts? If we } 

| look after the missionary instruction of the children, the Young Peo- 
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ple’s Society and the Woman’s Society will be supplied with efficient 
workers. Children are anxious to do something for Christ, so let us 
gather them into bands and give them practical lessons in missionary 
work. Religion is action. Let us teach them that the acts of the 


apostles are going on every day and they have a part in them. : 


In our Thank-offering the plan used by the Pittsburgh Synod is 
recommended to us. The Synodical Thank-offering secretary orders 
all the supplies she thinks can be used in her Synod, these con- 
sisting of programs for Thank-offering service, and other supplies 
are sent direct from Baltimore to the place of the annual conven- 
tion, where they are given to the delegates, the Synodical Society 
paying the bill. In this way the Thank-offering secretary knows 
that all are supplied and no question raised in the local societies as 
to the need of making use of special program. The program for 
1912 is a splendid service, entitled, “Praise and Privilege.” Let us 
indeed praise Him for our many privileges in our -Thank-offering 
this year.

Our missionaries come from the 
field where sorrow and sin are found because of the absence of the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ, and their hearts are burning with a 
passion to save these souls in darkness. Do they find in us, to 
whom they must look for help, a responsive feeling, a like com- 
passion for these, our less fortunate brethren? Do we give freely 
of our prayers and money that these may enjoy the gospel as 
we are permitted to enjoy it? David Livingstone said: “Men's 
hearts are undergoing a process of enlargement. Their sympathies 
are taking a wider scope. The world is getting closer, smaller, 
quite a compact affair. The world for Christ will yet 
be realized. Surely we all want a part in the evangeli- 
zation of the world. For most of us this part will mean to return 
to our homes and take up the daily duties, but let us always feel 
that in the commonest things we may hear the command of God, 
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“As ye go, preach!” When the day of the missionary society comes, 
let us be there and let us be enthusiastic. “Enthusiasm is the 
element of success in everything. It robs endurance of difficulty 
and makes a pleasure of duty.” We need it; we can do nothing 
effectually without it. One enthusiastic person may save the meet- 
ing from seeming dull, but there will be more than one, for ¢n- 
thusiasm is contagious. 

Dear co-workers, in these days when we shall be together planning 
for the best things in our work, let us be careful and prayerful 
that we may be guided by divine power, and that the convention 
‘may be filled with the fruit of the spirit, “Love, joy and peace!”

* work we have to do; also a season from which we shall go filled 
with a new courage and determination that “as for us we will 
serve the Lord” with more diligence wherever it seems best to 
Him to place us, keeping in mind these two things—never be 
discouraged because good things get on so slowly here, and never 
fail daily to do that good which lies next to your hand.

God grant 
to us that spirit of wisdom and understanding, uprightness and 
godly fear, without which, even in greatest things, there is nothing:
